SYNTHETIC SUGAR PRODUCED 
AT UNIVERSITY OF LIVERPOOL 


ITHACA,’ N.Y., Sept. 11—(By Canadian Press)—Man’s 
first successful competition with nature in the preduction of 
one of the fundamental foodstuffs was heralded at the 68th 
convention of the American Chemical Society. The production 
of synthetic sugar was demonstrated by Prof. EB. ©. C. Baly, of 
the University of Liverpool, England. 

Prof. Baly’s demonstration was hailed as one of the most 
ixzportant scientifie discoveries in history. After long re- 
searches in the laboratory the British scientist has discovered 
that by making formaldehyde from carbon dioxide and water 
and by exposing this formaldehyde to the intensely active ultra 
violet rays from a quartz mereury vapor light, sugar was pro- 
duced, and at the same time the sugar was re-transformed into 
formaldebyde, thus completing the cycle.
